NO THOUGHT OF INTERVENTION 


States Are Stirred Up By 


Movement To Better Roads 


The Dispatch of Thousands of Marines 


and Half the Atlantic Fleet to Cuba 
Doesn't Necessarily Mean That We 
Are Going to Take Over the Island, 
Washington Says, but Is Merely a 
Precautionary Measure. 


Washington, May 27. — Conditions in 


Cuba appear to Washington authori- 
ties as far from reassuring, with more 
than a thousand stevedores and light- 
ermen on strike in Havana, throwing 
many more men out of work by cre- 
ating a shortage of imported supplies, 
and the negro insurrectionary move- 
ment continuing in resistance to the 
government 
forces. 
Despite 
the 


acknowledged seriousness of the com- 
bined insurrectionary and strike situa- 
tion, it was authoritatively declared 
that there is no present intention to 
intervene, the dispatch of nearly 3,000 
marines and half of the Atlantic bat- 
tleship 
merely 


fleet to Cuban waters being 
a precautionary measure to 


look after the protection of American 
interests.

That such states as Missouri, Kan-

"I mingled with all kinds of peo- 


ple," said Mr. Light, and found them 
all talking not about politics 
but 


about the road movement, which they 
consider the most important cam- 
paign ever undertaken with a view to 
increasing the prosperity of the whole 
country. The people in the west real- 


ize that prosperity-mast be increased 
and they believe that the way to in- 
crease it is not artificially by legisla- 
ion, but fundamentally by improving

Somo years nso Dr. Alexis Carrel. 


an^English scientist, showed that the 
various organs and tissues taken.from 
a living organism can be maintained 
in a live state, for a more or lees pro- 
longed time by placing them In a suit- 
able medium at the right temperature, 
and that such tissues may even grow 
for several days. His results have 
been contradicted by other 
authors, 


but more recently Dr. Carrel 
has 


achieved, even more striking results. 
By taking the preparations out of their 
nutritive medium at the right time and 
transferring thme to another medium 
consisting of three parts of the nor. 
mal plasma of the animal in question 
and two parts of water, and repeating 
the operation at proper intervals up to 
as many ae nine times, he finds that 
the connective tissue shows great ac- 
tivity, even as long as thirty-four day* 
after its removal from the body.

stand Executive Objects to American 


Haste in Dispatching Vessels of War 
to Cuban Waters and Says His Gov- 
ernment -Is Amply Able to Cope With 
the Situation and Will Put Down the 
Revolt in Ten .Days. 


Havana, May 27.—So;_e of the Cu- 


ban newspapers are greatly angered 
over 'the dispatch of warships and ma- 
rines to Cuba, especially the sending 
of a gunboat to Nipe bay to protect the 
huge American interests there. These 
papers praise the letter of President 
Gomez to President Taft protesting 
against this action and declaring that 
Cuba was able to cope with tKe situa- 
tion and that he would be able to put 
down the revolt within ten days. 


General Estenoz, the negro rebel 


leader, has issued a manifesto pro- 
claiming himself president and Gen- 
eral Ivonet commander-in-chief. 
He 


has adopted the tactics of-the late 
General Maximo Gomez by threaten- 
ing to burn ihe sugar mills unless the 
owners pay large sums ot money with- 
in seventy-two hours. 


The negroes burned the barracks of 


the rural guards at Magriesillos, a vil- 
lage near Santiago. Reports from San- 
tiago say that the federals are about 
to attack General Ivonet's intrenched 
position in the hills of Ramon De La 
Syaguas in the Guantanamo district. 
General Ivonet has 1,500 men, who 
are said to be well armed and sup- 
plied with ammunition. The total 
forces in Santiago province is abojit 
3,000.. Of this number it is thought 
that about 1,200, under command of 
Colonel 'Mendieta, are facing General 
Ivonet 
All the Cuban revenue cut- 


ters have been ordered to Santiago to 
prevent the possible landing of fili- 
busterers from Haytl, Jamaica and 
San Domingo. The situation seems 
to be very serious, especially if the 
negro plan is to divert troops to SaiN 
tiago and then start an uphising here 
in Havana, which is practically de- 
enseless. Americans are hoping that 
ome of the warships will come here. 
Although it is officially declared that 
he rebellion has been suppressed in 
Janta Chira province, bands reappear- 
d at various places on Sunday and 
here were several skirmishes with 
he rural guards. The rebels burned 
a bridge on the Guantanamo branch 
railroad. A train from Guantanamo 
a San Luis, carrying rural guards 
and passengers, was fired on by the 
rebels, but there were no fatalities. 
The passengers on the train say they 
saw three distinct, large bodies of 
rebels between Guantanamo and San

"S-wat the fly," is to be changed flue 
year to "prevent the fly," and Dr. J 
N. Hurty, secretary of the boardj-ig 
preparing literature and placards to 
call attention to the new field of en 
deayor. 


"By changing the slogan, the boar< 


doesn't intend that thefly, whea one is 
discovered, shall go unswatted," sai< 
Dr. Hurty. "On the contrary, it ex- 
pects everybody who spies a fly to kil 
it then and there, if possible. 


"But by teaching prevention we ex- 


pect to make it unnecessary to kil 
flies, because there wall be no flies ti 
kill. 
There is no longer any doub 


about flies propagation their 
only in filthy places, such as unpro- 
tected garbage cans, unclean alleys 
and gutters, unclean back yards, piles 
of stable refuse, dirty stock pens, op- 
en outhouses where filth is deposited, 
and in other such places. It has been 
established by actual trial that in a 
community where these filthy condi- 
tions are not permitted to exist, there 
will be no flies. If we can make every 
persons keep hi« premises clean, we 
put the maker of patent fly swatters 
out of business, not that we wish to 
injure his business, tut that we wish 
to do away with the fly. 


"It has also been established that 


tile housefly does not 
travel 
more 


than a few hundred, yards from its 
birthplace. Hence, in 
the country 


districts, if a farmer has flies about 
his house, it is pretty conclusive evi- 
dence that he has only his own dirty 
premises to blame.
